Hearst of California died a few uimutes 
after 9 o clock "Saturday nigbt 
His hattle 


for life has heen somewhat marvelom As 
•arlv as last November when his malady 
Drat developed his physicians thought the 
case hopele<w, and on several occasions 
they declared he bad only a few hours to 
live But Senator Hearst held on with the 
grim determination that marked every 
thing m his career His death will change 
the political complexion ol the senate, for 
the remaining two years of his terra will 
he served out by u Republican 
The sena 


lo-'s death was communicated by his pu 
»ate secretary, Mr John \\eddcbtirn, to 
tbe sergeant at arms of the senate and was 
•ubaequently communicated to that body 
The president was also promptly informed 
Senator Stanford, w ho has been a frequent 
visitor at the house of his late colleague, 
called there a few minutes after his death 
and extended his sympathies to Mrs 
Hearst 
Many other senators and re pre 


aentatives and leading oQicials called and 
left messages of condolence 


A Skoclh of HI* Life 


George Hearst was born in Franklin 


county, Mo , Sept 3 1820 His father haa 
gone to that state from North Carolina in 
1819 
The von received only such limited 


education as the common schools afforded 
m that day 
lie worked on his father's 


farm until ItyiO when be caught tbe gold 
fever and went to California. For several 
year* he wa« a miner aud prospector and 
subsequently by location and purchase he 
became tbe owner of valuable mining m 
teremU and a large employer having at 
oue tljie as mauy as 2 tXK) men at work in 
his mines alone and operating quart mills 
that crnsbed 1000 tous of ore per da} 
Tbe increase of his wealth was steady 
and rapid and for some years past his in 
come has been something like tl 000 per 
day 
He has been for a long tune chief 


partner in the extensive mming firm of 
Hearst, Haggm, J<ewin &. Co lie owned 
about 40,000 acres of land in San Luis 
ObUpocoiiuty Cat 
a ranch of IW 000 


acre* of gra/ing land 
in Oid Mexico, 


stocked with a larg* herd of c utle

was also Interested in a large tiact of land 
near Vrra Cm/ and in railroad building 
in Mexico 


Hla Political Carver 


Mr Hearst s political life began in lSb5, 


when he was elected to the California leg 
islature and aarved one term 
Iu 1S8J he 


wa«a candidate before the Democratic 
state convention at ^au Jose Cal for the 
nomination for governor but was defeated 
by Gen George Stoneraan 
The latter 


was elected governor and when b> the 
death of United States Senator John F 
Miller, in 1S85, the power of appointing a 
senator was given to him he appointed bis 
former opponent for the gubernatorial 
nomination Mr Hearst 
'Ihe latter was 


re-elected m 1887 by tbe California legis 
lature, which was then Democratic and 
his term would have expired in ISO) 
His 


death gives the Republicans 
HI their 


turn, the same advantage which the death 
of Senator Miller gave the Democrats. 
While in the senate Mr Hearst was a 
man of action rather than of words

purse and hardness of feeling that some 
times go with the riches of the self made 
man, and while he had a similarly keen 
perception of character nnd a shrewdness 
that baffled all pretenders, his heirt vvis 
tender, bis charity great, and his capacity 
for forgiveness inexhaustible 
\eitber in 


business politics, nor in private life would 
he chensh enmities, but when blows were 
necessary he would give as well as take, 
for be was a man of Intense and strong 
character, but the battle over, he w as for 
shaking hands with a good humor that 
had in It no admixture of guile 
It he has 


lefl enemies he has passed away hating 
none 
His death is a serious public loss

O THEIR LAST GRAB. 


The iblp subsidy bill shows that the man- 


ufacturers who have received au ioeteaaed 
protection from Maj. 
McKiiiley are not 


averse to asking for the earth lor them- 
selves. The fact that a beggar does iiot 
ceuse his importiiifities when he has reached 
opulence U something to winch attention 
was called long ago. There have been Eu- 
ropean beggars who made loans to kings- 
And the professional beggars of this coun- 
try conld raise a few hundred millions for 
toe government If the rate of Interest were 
put high enough to excite their cupidity. 
But In spite of this opulence our beggars 
under the guise of higher tarilTs are daily 
asking for more and more. 


They now want the people to pay for the 


ships that are to carry then goods to Bra/.il, 
and they would also like to have the run- 
ning expenses paid. We wilt next find 
them asking for ati export duty; and later 
they will deck up some other demand in the 
garb of patriotism. 


Some days ago The Uej> told us that the 


American was to have a great advantage In 
his trade with liraiil, and also with any 
other South American country that might 
take up with reciprocity. In discussing 
this matter it is necessary to proceed upoti 
tbe theory that the only people who were 
meant to bebenefitted by reciprocity are the 
ones who are engaged in making the uiauu- 
factored products that are mentioned in the 
treaty with Brazil. The treaty says some- 
thing about brcadstufTs and meats, butev 
erybody knows that this part of the docu- 
ment is only buncombe tor the western 
farmer, in dealing with whom the republi- 
can party proceeds upon the assumption 
that it has hold of a fool. Mr. Carnegie's 
Iron mill Is the institution that is to bo prin 
cipally benefitted, as Mr. Carnegie is the 
man who made the largest contribution to 
tbe republican campaign fund in IS*?. 


The product from Carnegie's iron mill is 


to go into Brazil free of duty, while that of 
England will be compelled to pay a high 
duty. This statement is made on the au- 
thority of The Rep. 
One would think that 


this advantage is all even Carnegie could 
have the cheek to ask foi. 
l.ut it is not 


enough for him. lie has grown fat and 
impudent on governmental favors. 
He 


now asks the general government to pay 
the cost of transportation 
to Brazil. The 


people are asked, in the name of patriotism, 
to subsidize the ships that are to carry Car- 
negie's iron to a point where he has a great 
advantage over the mills of any other conn 
try. 
One advantage is not enough for this 


man; he wants tbe best of the game at every 
stage, and he can have it while the rejnihli- 
cin party is able to hand out favors.

this government has secured him every ad-

Do you think 
that amendment carried" No: not much 
chance for it in a house where Kecd pre- 
sides. Such au amendment would make it 
impossible for Carnegie to collect the cost 
of the transportation of his own goods froui 
the people of the United States. With the 
amendment killed, Carnegie can buy a ship, 
10*4 It down with his own iron, throw a 
few sacks of mail in the hold and collect 
the cost of tbe trip to Bra/11 and back from 
the people of the Uuited States. When 
Carnegie had such interests at stake- we 
might know that the amendment was doom- 
ed. Tbe republicans defeated the amend- 
ment, and now Carnegie can go into tbe 
ship business at our expense. 
And tbe 


same is true of the other manufacturers 
who were favored by the reciprocity treaty. 


This is tbe last grab made by a republi-
